Serve tomato juice in small but 
pretty glasses that have been set 
in the refrigerator for a few min- 
utes before you use them. Gar- 
nish with a thin slice of lemon 
and a tiny sprig of parsley, or 
sprinkle with chopped parsley 
and put a lemon wedge on the 
side. When you serve melon, put 
a wedge of lemon or lime on the 
plate. 

Cooking potatoes is fairly sim- 
ple. Most vegetables are also easy 
to prepare if you will remember 
to put them into rapidly boiling, 
salted water and cook them only 
until tender. By cooking your 
vegetables quickly you will finw 
that most of their bright, natural 
colors are preserved and the 
flavor is much improved. Drain 
at once and dress simply with 
melted butter and additional sea- 
sohings if needed. When you be- 
come more skilled, you may try 
more complicated sauces occa- 
sionally, but remember that most 
people prefer simple flavors. 

Your early salads should be 
simple combinaticns of garden 
greens attractively arrenged in a 
large bowl, from which the guests 
help themselves. Wash your 
greens thoroughly and put into a 
cheesecloth bag to chill and crisp. 
Tomatoes cut into thin wedges, 
slices of cucumber and tiny scal- 
lions may be added.
